In the past year, the State’s fiscal problems have persisted as 
the leading economic indicators for our region have given little 
reason for optimism. The communities in the State are among the many 
casualties resulting from the economic downturn. State aid to cities 
and towns has been reduced once again. As a result, the Town’s 
ability to fund necessary services and activities has been severely 
impacted. 


The Selectmen, Department Heads, Commission Chairs, School

Members of the Fire Department in the above classifications who become 
certified, are certified, or are recertified as Emergency Medical 
Technicians shall receive an annual stipend.
